FAULTS HE FINDS IN OUR 
CRIMINAL CASES 
CRITICISED 


Some Startling Fig­ 
urer on Convic­ 
tions 


New Haven, Conn., June 27. — The 
feature of the class day exercises of 
the Yale Law school was the speech 
of Secretary Taft, who in explaining 
why the constitution does not follow 
the flag in the Philippine islands, so 
far as the jury system is concerned, 
made some comments on the adminis­ 
tration of justice in the United States. 
He said in part: 


H o w Doe* It W ork E lse w h e r e ? 
“In adopting a system for the pun­ 
ishment of crime for a new country 
the first question which can be asked 
Is ‘How have the so-called guarantees 
et liberty of the defendant worked on 
the whole?’ 
While in England crime 
Is punished with as much severity and 
uniformity as the public 
weal 
de­ 
mands, and this although they have 
the trial by jury: although defendant 
©annot be compelled to testify, and al­ 
though all the other rules of evidence 
to which I have referred have full ap­ 
plication, how is it in this country? 


Hit* U ncle Sam P retty H ard. 
“I grieve for my country to say that 
the administration of the criminal law 
in all the states of the Union (there 
may be one or two exceptions) Is a dis­ 
grace to our civilization. 
We are now 
reaching an age when we cannot plead 
youth, sparse civilization, newness of 
country, as a cause for laxity in the 
enforcement of law. 


W h y T here Is a D ifference. 
“What makes the difference between 
the administration of the criminal law 
In England and in this country? 
In 
the first place while the jury has al­ 
ways been a sacred and untouched part 
of the tribunal constituted to try crime 
In England the judges have always 
taken and maintained their part at 
common law in the trial of every de­ 
fendant. and that part has been. first, 
the retention of complete control over 
the method by which counsel try the 
case, restraining them to the points at 
issue, and Second, the power to aid the 
jury by advising them how to consider 
the evidence and expressing an opinion 
upon the evidence, leaving, however, to 
the jury the ultimate decision.”
